A day earlier, the defen- 
dent Harold Lee,toldthe SF Superior Court 
that he fatally Shot Leonard Prince in Jantu- 
ary in Self-defense. 

Lee, 27, and a friend, Ellen Wong, 25， 
were Strolling in Aquatic Park around 11 pm 
on January 12 when he claims they were 
jumped by two black men，Lee shot and 
killed Prince, 18, afterallegedly being hit on 
the head and knocked down. The other man 


fled. Lee,aftormer security guard, and Wong， 
a compnuter consultant，were taken into cus- 
tody by an off-duty police officer who heard 
the Shots.

AChallenge To UC Chancellor 


As a graduate of the Berkeley campus of 

the University of California [class of .62]， 
PPve watched with interest the changes UCB 
has undergone Over the years. 
-Tve also noticed Some ironies about Cal， 
as we Old Blues still like to call it when it 
comes to one of the biggest changes, the 
increase in ethnic and racial minorities. 

Inmy day,Calpioneered studentactivism 
Two years after I graduated，Cal won 3 
prominent place in the national conscience 
for the Free Speech Movement. But even 
beforethat,Calstudentscourageouslyjoined 
the Freedom Rides in the Southern US,，a 
move to desegregate the South. Cal students 
and faculty members played key roles in the 
civil rights movement of the 1960s. 

Soit is now ironic that a generation later， 
the Cal leadership is being criticized for not 
doing enough to implement the goals of the 
civil rights movement. 

You'velikely read a great deal 一 much of 
itin Easyl Westno doubt 一 aboutthedispute 
overadmission of Asian Americans.Iwon't 
plough old ground here. 

You may have also seen stories about 
blackstudents andfaculty membersunhappy 
with the Cal administration Over a variety of 
different issues, including the quality of stu- 
dentlife andtherelativelyhigh dropoutrates 
forblack students. Hispanic Americans also 
havebeenunhappy with aspects of life at Cal 
and the other eight UC campuses. 

Hispanics are alsoupsetatCalforsome of 
the Same reasons Asian American activists 
areupset the absenceof Hispanics intop ad- 
ministrative posts. 

Thisisn'tanarrow-gaugedissueinvolving 
Symbolism orpoliticalexpediency.Calis the 
flagship campus of the prestigious UC SYS- 
tem. Itis probably the bestpublic university 
in ihe U3. Appointments to the Cal faculty 
dre COveled. For high school seniors, entry 
into Cal and other UC campuses brings Pres- 
tige and honor. We'Tetalking abouta world 
leader in higher education here， 

The lack of Asian Americans in top man- 
agement has been a grOWing iSsue for years 
and is linked to how the campus leadership 
perceives the role of Asian Americans. 

In my days on campus, I hardly noticed 
that Asian Americans were few innumber. 工 
can'teven guess, but others estimate thatthe 
Cal student population in the late 1930s was 
about 96% white. Besides, there was barely 
arace consciousness in those pre-civil rights 
movement times. 

Now, Asian Americans constitute about

5055.26% DECal"s22.000 undergraduates: Asian 


Americans make up 5.4% of Cal s So-called 
“adder-rank” facujty [thoseeithertenured or 
on atenured track]. Bub according to a SuUr- 
veyby Chinesefor Affirmative Action, only 
one Asian American 一 alow ranking one, at 
that 一 can be found among the 102 top ad- 
ministrators on the Cal campus. 

By comparison,，black students make UP 
about 9% of Cals undergraduates. Black 
faculty members are a shockingly low 2.19% 
ofthe ladder-rank faculty, but there are Sev- 
eral prominent topblack administrators, the 
highestranking of whom is Dan Boggan JIT.， 
former Berkeley city manager anid now vice 
chancellor for business and administrative 
SeIViCeS. 

Hispanic students are about 12% ofCal's 
undergraduate population,but Hispanic pro- 
fessors CoOmprise just 295 of the ladder-rank 
faculty. I don't know how many,， if any， 
Hispanics occupy top management jobs at 
Cal, but system-wide, Hispanics are 10% of 
the UC workforce, whiletheyare25% of the 
state'Ss population。，The Chicano/Latino 
Consortium of the university, in a SUrvey 
recently, Said it found a “near absence ”of 
Hispanics“inkeydecision-making positions 
in academic and non-academic areas， 

Taken together, racial and ethnic minori- 
ties are 48% of Cals undergraduates, and 
whenthefall semesterstarts,they willproba- 
bly exceed 309%0， 

CalchancellorIraMichael Heymanis well 
aware ofthe needto adjustto changes going 
on for years on his campus. In fact, he has 3 
chance to appoint two top administrators by 
July1lbecause he'sreorganized his manage- 
ment Structure. 

He indicates he'"ll probably appoint an 
Asian American to one of two new jobs， 
eitheractingprovostofundergraduate affairs 
oracting associate vicechancellorforadmis- 
sions.Asian American insiders figureit llbe 
the latter posb and the betting is on Patrick 
Hayashi，who currently Serves 3S 3 Special 
asSistant to the chancellor. 

Whether Heyman would be considering 
such a move without having been pressured 
byAsianAmerican activistsisaquestion dif- 
ficult to answer. The factis, the Asian Amer- 
cian Task Force on University Admissions 
-- Co-chaired by judges Ken Kawaichi of 
Alameda County and Lillian Sing of SF 
County -- has pressed Heyman to name an 
Asian American to a top management job. 

Heyman acknowledges that pressure On 
American institutions to respond to the stun- 
_ning demographic changes in the state and 


nation is a fact of life. “Eressure js,part of 
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what stimulates change,”he told me in 3a 
recent telephone interview， 

开 indeed，he does appoint an Asian 
American to one of the two new top posi- 
tions, Heyman doesn't intend for it to be 3 
tokenmove.IinalettertotheAsian American 
task force,he said,“Iam strongly committed 
toincreasingthenumberofAsianAmericans 
inthetoplevelsofcampus administration.… 民 
am confident that you will see considerable 
progress Over the next few years.…

Kawaichiand Sing have expressed concerns 
thatHeyman'?sreorganizationplan mayhave 
“downgraded”the vice chancellorship that 
became vacant, creating an opportunity for 
him to appointsomeonenew. Heymanlabels

kind of a conspiratorial plot involved in his 
reorganization plan to“downgrade "the vice 
chancellorshipin question. He saidthe previ- 
ous job?s responsibility was too broad and 
needed to be Split. 

Heyman Says his administration has 
“soughttoberigorous”in seeking outadmin- 
istrators who weren't white males. He con- 
cedesheandhistop peoplehavehad the “best 
luck”in attracting black managers. 

Asian American activists Saythe Callead- 
ership hasn"tbeenIrigorous enough, because 
its record of Asian Americans in top jobs is 
abysmal. Ray Colvig, a campus SDpokesman， 
admits,“The gist of what they're Saying is 
true。Asian Americans haven't been well 
represented in upper management of the 
University.” 

While it appears that Heyman will likely 
appointan Asian Americanto one of thetwo 
new top positions, some Asian Americans

When asked whether negative percep-

Ots McGee of Alexander，Milliner 《&

from thelargestfirms and getting them to try 
Something new. 

“Essentially, it's an educational process 
of immense benefit to the corporations， 
because they [are] not aware that there [are] 
capable minority lawyers,”said McGee.“Tt 
will educate and benefit the corporate com- 
munity. . .Corporations are being naive, 让 
they believethey can stayinbusiness without 
opening their doors to minorities,”he added. 

The background to the program dates to 

1978, when Aetna Life & Casualty commit- 
ted itselfto increasing business Opportunities 
for minorities and actively encouraged its 
legal staff and outside law firms to use more 
minority ljawyers，In 1986, when the ABA 
Commission on Opportunities for Minorities

Known as the Chinese Fred Astaire 
and Ginger Rogers，Paul Wing and 
Dorothy IToy dazzled the vaudeville cir- 
cuits of the 30s, becoming the first Asian 
American performers to headline on the 
country S most coveted stage 一 Broad- 
Way. 
With an actthatcombinedballet, tap， 
waltzes and acrobatics“with an Oriental 
motif,， Toy and Wing played to ful 
houses across the US,， In addition to 
Broadway, they headlined in the London 
Palladium and theaters in South America. 

-They appeared in movies with Joan 
Crawfordand Dick Powell in shows with 
Benny Goodman andEd Sullivan, and, at 
the heightof their career, had studio con- 
tracts in movies with Kay Kaiser and 
Carmen Miranda. 

Wing proudly recalls playing on 
Bioadway,， Itwasreally ashow-stopper. 


_ IsSafeeling thatmoney can'tbuy.Being 
_thereontheBroadway stage,theapplause 


is thunderous。 Is a thiill that goes up 
yoOur Spine. It tells you that they enjoyed 
you; they accepted you.” 

FEollowing the life of Wing is like 


chroniclingthefateofmanyAsian Ameri- 
can performers during the early part of 


this century. Born andraisedin Palo Alto， 
Wing began dancing at 12. While work- 


ing as a newsboy，he noticed a black 


neighbor sold more papers by doing the 
Charleston to tunes on the radio. Wing 
began imitating the boy and sales picked 


up.Pickingtipsup by watching Fred Astaire 
andRoy Bolgerin movies, Wing became an 
accomplished dancerand cheerleaderby the 
end of his high school years. 

After graduation，Wing hitchhiked to 
Los Angeles and landed a job at the famous 
Graumann's Chinese Theatre. For $100 a 
Week，he danced the“eccentric maniac， 
Something like disco today,”he says. 

A few months later, Wing moved to 
9an Diego to work as an extra in 3a Dick 
Powell movie,， 有 appiness 4jhead.，There， 
Wing met and fell ip love with a young lady 
named Dorothy Takahashi. Also a dancer， 
trained in ballet as a child, Takahashi found 
the perfect dance partner im Wing. 

JTJn 1934, Dorothy Takahashi, her sister 
Helen and Wing teamed up to form the 
“Three Mah Jonggs.”Performing American 
Toutines,，the“Oriental dance stylists”be- 
cameahit. Withinayear,theyhadplayedthe 
entire West Coast，from the Paramount 
Theater in LA to the Orpheum Theater im 
Portland, Oregon. They decided to head east 
一 to Broadway. 

Upon her arrival in Chicago, Helen de- 
cided to leave the act to pursue a solo career 
3aS a Singer. Dorothy changed her last name 
andwith Wing formedthenew dancing duo， 
“Toy and Wing.” 

“nthosedays,wethoughtchangingher 
[Dorothy's] lastname would sell better,”Tre- 
calls Wing.“Chinese [culture] was more 
popular in show business at that time. There 
Was more advantage for Chinese shows and 
plays.” 

Following a performance at the Chez 
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Paris Theater Restaurant in Chicago, the 
thennumberonetalentagency,the William 
Morris Agency, approached Toyand Wing 
and subsequentiy agreed to Tepresent them . 
The managers booked Toy and Wing in 
smaller theaters，grooming the act for 
Broadway. But jobs did not come easily. 
“We had to pinch pennies, and there were 
lay-offts，Ssays Wing.“But we were deter- 
mined. We worked hard, We just had to 
make Broadway.… 
Sometimes they encountered resis- 
tance from those unfamiliar with Asians. In 
Nashville,“They had never seen many 


Orientals”says Wing.“They looked at us 
kind of strange, but they accepted our act 
Very highly, when they saw us perform in 
the shows. But sometimes in the street 
they dlookatustwice.However, wedidn't 
mind，cause we were too young to realize 
any Sort of discrimination.” 

The way some ofthe clubsfeatured the 
duo would in today:s world result in pro- 
testsbyAsian Americans media guardians. 
Lee Mortimer's nightclub in New York

It"s 
gotta be natural、It's gotta be real. 

“We were the tops.Ican Say that You 
getalot of people who”ve neverbeen any- 
place and they'”re shooting theirmouths off 
for no reason“cause they've never been 
there.” 

By 1939, Toy and Wing were ready， 
They were were booked into New York's 


9%trand Theater on Broadway andbecamea 
hit They continued with a string of hits in 
New York's Roxy Theater, the London 
Palladium and in South America. In 1939， 
Teaching their zenith, the two decided to 
get married. 

Atthis point history acted as an agent 
influencing their careers. As the US_en- 
tered World War II citizens of Japanese 
ancestry werenotallowedtomoveinorout 
of California. 

Stll performing in Chicago，Toy 
Wouldberisking internment ithey agreed 
to appearinthe 天 ayKaiser' s film, 4roxzd 
the World, which was to be shot in Holly- 
WwW00d. They never made it to Hollywood， 
however, because a rival Chinese Ameri- 
can dance couple revealed Toy's ancestry. 
Their contract was nullified and the tattle 
tale couple Signed on in their place. 

“We felt hurt，downhearted,” says 
Wing.“We could've gotten a break there. 
There couldve been more movies.” Re- 
garding therival couple, Wing says “They 
werejealousandenvious ofus.Selfishness 
enters Tegardless of nationality.” Ironi- 
cally,althoughtheotherduoacted theparts 
ofperformersin anightclub“they weren't 
good enough. [The director] cut them out 
of the picture.” 

As the war progressed, calls for jobs 
dwindled for Toy and Wing. Their mar- 
Tiage crumbled as well and they divorced. 
In 1943, Wing entered the service, where 
he joined comedian Jimmy Leeds to form 
the Leeds and Wing comedy team. They 
entertained US throughout the Far East 

Toyremarried,andatwarsend, Wing 
opened a jewelry business. Today，Toy 
teaches dance classes in Oakland，while 
Wing still performs in shows and benefits 
at least once a month. 

At 75，Wing practices three to four 
tmes a Week, two hours per session. In 
Tecent months he has performed with the 
Gil Chun Dance Company and at the 
Herbst TheaterTm going to keep doing 
what Ilove doing for as long as I can”he 
Says，and that's dancing.”

Some students can barelyread and write 
theirnativelanguage; median educationlevel 
is Six years. Two middle aged women in the 
currentclass have neverbeen to school at all. 
Because their literacy rate is So low, these 
Students would not be able to function in 3 
standard ESL program，They need 3a great 
dealofencouragementandpersonalattention 
to perseverein whatmay seem like an impos- 
Sible task. 

Tim Walsh, the school s graying execu- 
tve director is a gentle man with a ready 
Smile. Asignonhis doorproudly proclaims: 
“There are no ilegal persons.” A former 
public schoolteacher, Walsh clearlycaresfor 
his studentsonapersonallevel.“One student 
called me at home this morning,”he says， 
"because he cannotcome to classtoday. His 
boss，who knows that he is undocumented， 
told him that he had to worK another shift.”
